Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, 
but not found persuasive. One main point in the referred arguments has been identified: that the cited references fail to disclose or suggest 
sending a message including information to identify a first network access entity to a second network access entity which enables the 
second network access entity to direct traffic to the first network access entity, wherein a global address of the first network access entity is 
not know to the apparatus. The aforementioned argued feature describes the main subject matter of the claim invention. 

A person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have identified the argued feature as roaming of a 
mobile device between networks. But de Gregorio specifically discloses a mobile device or user equipment (UE) performing communication 
in home network as well as in a visited network (see fig. 4) conjunctively with a global service network including a global directory (see fig. 
1) and address assignment (see fig. 2). Thus, the cited combined references address the main subject matter of the invention claimed in 
the present application. 

Regarding the applicant's argument that claims 4, 14 and 48 are not addressed in the previous office action, the examiner asserts that 
claim 4 recites the same subject matter as claim 42; claim 14 recites the same subject matter as claim 1 ; and claim 48 recites the same 
subject matter as claim 23, thus same rejection applies in each case (see pages 6-8 of Office Action mailed on 1 1/28/2008).. 
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
